Public policy 


See, what is really disturbing 
about this issue is that a handful of 
people dictated public policy.

Over 15 years ago, they got the 
city to cut off access from the south 

end of Saskatchewan Drive to Bal- 
moral Road They wanted all traffic 
to use 114 Street 

The problem became a driving 
nightmare with the closure of Keil- 
lor. All traffic, whether you wanted 
to continue going north/south on 
114th, or if you wanted to go down 
up Balmoral to Fox Drive and the 
Whitemud, bad to use 114th. The 
street was constantly backed up 
with traffic. 

Keillor Road is an efficient means 
by which that traffic gets separat- 
ed, which makes 114th during rush 
hour a smoother and quicker drive. 
Ditto Keillor. 

So, good on the 42,000 people 
who signed the petition to have the 
road re-opened! (Yes, I was one of 
them... though I have no vested 
interest, as I drive in that area 
maybe twice a year.)

Food lines help sustain the poor

Te other night, I was enjoying a 
wonderfully decadent meal with 
my cousin. To protect his good 
name, let’s all him “Ralph.” 

Serving up the Roman feast was 
cousin Ralph's generous wife. All he 
and I had to do was stuff ourselves 
like macho pigs with far too much 
rich food, consume only the best 
red wine, and talk. 

Mid-meal, I found it hard to stop 
from spewing Chicken Cordon Blue 
all over the dinner table. After “ap- 
petizing” my distaste for his 
opinions with glib talk about food 
banks and social assistance pro- 
grams and the pointlessness of 
having them, my cousin Ralph went 
for the gut. “What's with these 
welfare bums?” he said. “They 
should just go out and find jobs.” 

At first, I thought my cousin 
might be shallow and short-sighted. 
Then, I decided it was only fair to 
check the situation out first-hand 
Playing the part of the prospective 
employer I headed to the inner 
city’s Mustard Seed Church on 106 
Avenue and 96 Street. Every week- 
day between noon and one, they 
provide “welfare bums” with hot 
meals. For free 

Walking amidst the huddled and 
hungry masses, I recalled some- 
thing Ralph had said, that the poor 
lacked self-esteem, and could prob- 
ably find jobs if they learned to stay 
away from booze (this during 
Ralph's fifth glass of Merlot), show- 
er regularly, and just generally grab 
some self-esteem 

Most of the people chowing 
down on soup and buns at the 
Mustard Seed Church daily are 
unemployable. Some are illiterate. 
Others suffer from some kind of 
mental or physical illness. A few of 
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them could get common labor jobs 
if they really worked at it, true. But 
according to Pastor Leslie Regelos 
of the Mustard Seed Church, we are 
“turning into a technologically, 
knowledge-based society.” The 
poor, she predicts, having little 
access to computers or even knowl- 
edge, “will not get jobs.” 

Not even do-gooders wanting to 
lend a hand can get jobs. Pastor 
Regelos says it takes approximately 
20 volunteers per day to keep the 
Mustard Seed Church's soup line 
going. Likewise, Rob Anderson of 
the Salvation Army Food Depot 
claims their daily soup line would 
not happen if it weren’t for volun-

As you look in the open window 
kitchen, the guy who prepares the 
food (1 hesitate to use the word 
“cook”) usually has a Marlboro with 
a foot-long ash perilously ready to 
break off and float away like some 
piece of ice during spring thaw. 

On one such trip into Emily Post

The Chen family moulded Tai Chi 
into what would form the basis for 
all current styles. For 18 genera- 
tions, Tai Chi Chuan was 
considered a Chen family “treasure” 
and as such treated as a closely 
guarded secret. So central to Chi- 
nese culture is knowledge of Tai 
Chi that even the manner in which 
the secrets were “stolen” from the 
Chen family has become legend 

The Chens’ preeminence in the 
field of martial arts was well known, 
and many wished to acquire their 
skills. One man had the patience, 
perserverance, and native ability to 
do it. He first spent years winning 
the trust of the family and many 
more observing their practice from 
the servant's position of social in- 
visibility. Eventually he developed 
the Yang style, and Tai Chi Chuan 
went into the world. 

Tai Chi has subsequently cross-pol- 
linated with other martial arts styles. 
Subtle alterations of individual forms 
by highly accomplished masters have 
also contributed to the diversification 
and evolution of Tai Chi. 

Chen, Yang, Sung and Wu are 
four of the main styles now com- 
monly taught. There are also 18 
different weapons techniques in- 
cluding sword, sabre, staff and 


province's new bike helmet law, 
civil rights groups and others de- 
bated its merit. The law will come 
into effect Oct. 1, reported the To- 
ronto Globe and Mail. 

Bill 124 will make it mandatory 
for cyclists to wear bike helmets.

Other martial styles, such as Aiki- 
do, may provide the student with 
almost instant gratification.

The Tai Chi Chuan student might 
reasonably expect to spend the first 
four to six months of study learn- 
ing the rudimentary form.

Hello, and welcome to PLAnet, 
or, the Public Life Access Network, 
Ed Tel’s new Internet Service. 
Would you like to have the Inter- 
net wired directly to your brain for 
an additional $0.25? 

Full Impulse Power! Do Some- 
thing! Must resist! Cannot Resist.. 
Falling slowly.. 

In relative seriousness, Ed Tel 

received the go-ahead from the 
CRTC to bring Internet to the mass- 
es on July 13 Moving at a 
commendable speed for such a 
large organization, PLAnet (<http 
planet.eon.net>) opened to the 
public July 18. And last week, they 
got on their hobby horse and told 
the world 

And the world was happy 

Well, most of the world. As you 
can well imagine, local Internet 
Providers were looking at PLAnet 
with a mixture of apprehension and 
indifference 

Lonny MacLean from Alberta Su- 
pernet is “unfazed” at the prospect 
of competing with the telco giant. 
“We believe our superior service 
and value will continue to support 
our operations,” he said. 

MacLean hit on a very interesting 
point-value. You would think that 
Ed Tel doesn’t have to pay for the 
phone lines, why can’t they under- 
cut everyone's prices? 

First of all, Ed Tel’s pricing is 
more expensive than the majority 
of Internet Services currently avail- 
able. Ed Tel may be offering the 
$10 Internet access plan - but that 
only includes four hours per 
month. After that, it costs $3 per 
hour. These rates are about 25-50 
per cent more expensive than local

providers. Second of all, Ed Tel 
must pay the comparable rate for 
the phone lines they do use, as per 
the terms of the CRTC agreement. 

So what do you get for these al- 
most exorbitant prices? You're 
almost guaranteed never to get a 
busy signal. Ed Tel is running 128 
28.8 modems. That’s more than the 
Freenet, Supernet, Worldgate, and 
TICNet combined. As well their 
Help desk for customer support 
operates all week between 8 AM 
and 9 PM, and 12 to 5 PM on week- 
ends 

As well, you get the most out of 
your modem. Ed Tel has bypassed 
the overloaded CANet network 
(that serves 95 per cent of the Ca- 
nadian Internet users), and went 
straight to the Internet backbone 
from the U.S. of A 

What really concerns me about 
Ed Tel’s PLAnet is the relationship 
between Ed Tel and the other In- 
ternet providers. Jay North, Ed 
Tel’s manager of corporate regula- 
tions, faxed me the CRTC proposal. 
This 46 (!) page document states 
quite clearly that Ed Tel couldn't 
make Supernet’s 128kb link run 
at, say, 14.4. It's an interesting 
situation for both Ed Tel and the 
local Providers. However, the 
locals are trusting (some might say 
naive). As long as they “charge 
themselves the same phone/ISDN

“As he 
is looking at me, he tells me to take 
my G-string off. After that, I got the 
hell out of there. I remember stand- 
ing on the sidewalk just shaking like 
a leaf.” 

Ironically, Frost's agency has 
been involved with Japanese host- 
ess bars. Some models have 
claimed Japanese bars are alleged- 
ly fronts for underground 
prostitution. 


Prostitution 


Frost attests she has never been 
involved in anything resembling 
prostitution, nor has she booked 
any models into similar situations. 

Frost explains, “It has been mis- 
construed in the media because 
there has been prostitution since 
the beginning of time all over the 
world. In fact, prostitution is very 
illegal in Japan. No club owner 
wants to have this going on because 
they will get closed down and 
thrown in jail. Also, my contracts 
all stipulate anyone doing anything 
resembling prostitution is yanked, 
period.”

Those were some of the results 
of a report card released Wednes- 
day by the Edmonton Professional 
Arts Council, a coalition represent- 
ing 13,000 artists, technicians and 
support staff workers in the city. 

With this report card, EPAC is 
jaunching Artsvote '95, a campaign 
bent on mobilizing the community 
to vote for an arts “pro-active” City 
council during the Oct. 16 civic 
elections. 


Voting records 


Based on council's voting 
records on arts issues over the past 
term, the report card listed Phair at 
the top of the list with an A+ rat- 
ing (and corresponding comment 
*a dozen more please”), followed 
by Gomberg (A) and Reimer (A-). 
‘ouncillors Brian.Mason and Sher- 
ry McKibben shared a B+ mark. 

Sheila McKay (“proving to be a 
friend in need”) earned a B-, while 
Bruce Campbell (“neither friend 
nosipeD-teccived 4 C. Lillian Star- 
oszik (“With friends like these, who 
needs enemies?”) earned a D, while 
Patricia Mackenzie and Ron Hayter 
were given D- grades.

In 1993, when debate on the one 
per cent issue focused on a new 
west-end police station, Cavanagh, 
Chahley, Hayter, and McKay con- 
sistently blocked the proposal’s 
passage 

“I think city council's pussyfoot- 
ing around the one per cent for arts 
issue is even more telling, because 
the same aldermen would not force 
a policy that they had created and 
put it in with the west end police 
station,” said Webb 

“They manipulated around the 
issue until the police station did 
not get one percent for anything 
else. It was simply withheld 

Last December, the creation of 
the Edmonton Arts Council (a gov- 
ernment body 
encourage investment in the arts 
and no relation to EPAC) almost 
died in council after Bolstad, 
Campbell, Cavanagh, Chahley, Hay- 
ter, Mackenzie and Staroszik voted 
against it. 

It was only after McKay amend- 
ed the motion to have the EAC exist 
as a one-year pilot project that 
Campbell switched his vote, thus al- 
lowing the motion to pass. 

Furthermore, when the Phoenix 
Theatre begged the city for a 
$50,000 emergency fund last 
spring, the only councillors who 
voted against the proposal were 
Bolstad, Chahley and Cavanagh — 
all of whom were given an F 


Quality of life 


Said Webb, “It is easy to say that 
there are aldermen in the city who 
are prejudiced against quality of life 
issues.” 

But Kugler is encouraged over 
the possibilities that a new council 
more favorable to the arts might 
bring. 

“The critical activity is getting out 
the vote,” he said. “It’s an incredi- 
ble opportunity for the arts. We got 
the Edmonton Arts Council by just 
one vote. We don't want to lose 
that momentum.” 

Both claim the issue is every bit 
as critical as cuts in education and 
health care and the fate of the 
Municipal Airport. 

“The simple fact is, in Edmonton, 
arts is a big business,” said Webb. 

“We are creating this for very lit- 
tle return. Certainly, we all must be 
fed, we all must be educated, we 
all must be cared for health-wise. 
We also need to develop our spir- 
itual growth. A spiritually-weak 
society is a weak society.”

ment. And then (the article) finish- 
es off by saying: ‘but when the 
children reach adulthood, they'll 
get over it.’ And I thought that was 
a glaring generalization,’

But before he sat down and start- 
ed to write Maggie's Last Dance, 
Chan did a bit more research. He 
read a “huge wad of books” 
ten by adult children of divorce

And 
Christine McCoy (Marianne Cop- 
ithorne/Patti Stiles) has a tendency 
to use people — hurting her friends 
before they can hurt her 

Chan may not have much first- 
hand experience with divorce, but 
he’s no stranger to the world of 
theatre. Maggie's Last Dance is his 
ninth production — and at least his 
third time out at the Fringe 

Despite all this, Chan admits 
Maggie’s Last Dance has got him 
shaking in his platform shoes 
That's because this play is some- 
what “heavier” than the outrageous 
comedies he’s been applauded for 
In fact, his last Fringe production 
— Polaroids of Don — ended up 
receiving four Sterling Award nom- 
inations

n 1889 Samuel Clemens wrote a 

book called A Connecticut Yan- 
kee in King Arthur's Court. This 
novel was about an American who 
ends up in Medieval times and is 
singularly unimpressed with the 
knights and the jousts and stuff.

movie Virtuosity. Usually the most 
logical place to begin would be 
withthe plot, but.considering there 
isn't much of one, that might be 
hard to do. 

It’s disappointing, actually, be- 
cause the subject matter, a virtual 
reality serial killer that finds his way 
into the real world, and its star, 
Denzel Washington, should have 
made this one of the summer's best 
movies. Instead, it winds up being 
nothing more than a loud video 
game run amuck. 

As the movie opens, we find 
Denzel Washington’s character, 
Parker Barnes, pursuing a criminal 
through the antiseptic world of the 
future. 

After a loud, violent bloodbath in 
a Japanese restaurant, we realize 
that what we've actually witnessed 
is a virtual reality training exercise 
for which Barnes has volunteered 
to be the guinea pig. 

Played by Washington, Barnes is 
a former police officer serving a life 
sentence for murdering the man 
who murdered his family (sound 
familiar yet?), and who has signed 
up for the experiments as a way of 
getting time taken off his sentence. 
His virtual ‘reality adversary is a

fears the program is about to be 
shut down, he dupes a fellow re- 
searcher into transferring Sid's 
program into an android form. 
Naturally, once Sid is free, all hell 
breaks loose. 

Sid 6.7 (the name stands for sa- 
distic, intelligent and dangerous) 
sets to work, knocking off a family 
in the same manner as Charles 
Manson’s LaBianca murders. If he’d 
kept.up the. copycatting, the plot 
might have been somewhat inter- 
esting. 

Instead, he takes over a nightclub 
and organizes the terrified patrons 
into a symphony of screams. How 
clever. 

By the time Washington’s char- 
acter, who has been pardoned on 
condition that he bring Sid down, 
reaches him, you’re not only bored, 
you’re annoyed. Crowe as Sid tries 
for maniacal glee, and instead 
winds up being only goofy. 

What follows is fairly standard 
action movie bad guy/good cop 
fare, with the by-now-standard plot 















format of Sid freeing Washington so 
their “game” can continue. Kelly 
Lynch, as the wooden criminal-be- 
havior specialist, seems to do little 
more than dress up the scenes and 
provide the pre-requisite daughter 
for Sid to kidnap and try to kill in 
the same fashion as Parker's wife 
and daughter were killed 

(Wouldn't you know it, one of Sid's 
personalities is Matthew Grimes, 


the-guy who offed Parker's family.) 


It all gets pretty tired, pretty fast. 

Even the movie's special effects, 
which are most certainly impres- 
sive, begin to get a little boring 
You're dazzled the first time you 
watch Sid regenerate a limb by 
absorbing glass, but by the time 
he’s spitting up blue nanotech 
gunk in every second scene, you've 
had enough. 

Add to that the fact that Virtuos- 
ity is by far the most gratuitously 
violent film I've ever seen (I'd take 
a four-year-old to see Bravebeart 
any day over this one), and Virtu-

“Nothing is more exciting than 
being a part of a hit musical on 
Broadway,” says Adrian Zmed, who 
will dance and sing his way across 
the Jubilee stage in the role of 
leather-clad teen hero Danny Zuko. 
“But there is excitment in every 
city. You know that you have to be 
bang-on when the curtain rises on 
the opening Tuesday night. You 
know the critics are going to be 
there.” 


Disco revival 


Zmed returned to the stage five 
years ago after gaining renown 
through his work alongside Mon- 
treal-favorite son William Shatner in 
the ‘80s cop series TJ. Hooker and 
as host of Dance Fever, a syndicat- 
ed disco revival show — kind of like 
Electric Circus meets Saturday 
Night Fever. 

Grease is in and of itself a cultur- 
al phenomenon. It was first staged 
off-Broadway in 1972, and has been 
a favorite for over two decades, 
spawning the John Travolta/Olivia 
Newton-John movie version which 
smashed all box office records for 
musicals. Zmed starred in the moy- 
ie sequel and added his voice to the 
soundtrack, 

Zmed played Zuko on Broadway 
and he brought the role to Edmon- 
ton three years ago in Stage West's 
Grease revival. 

“I guess I’m just really good at 
doing Zuko,” laughs Zmed over the 
phone from Regina, Grease’s stop 
before E-town and the home of the 
legendary Dick Assman. “When 1 
did it three years ago, it was an 


Opportunity for me and my fiancee 
(actress Susan Wood) to do Danny 
and Sandy together. Danny’s like an 
old friend.” 

Wood, currently pursuing film 
projects in Los Angeles, married 
Zmed at the beginning of this year 
in Hawaii - after the couple por- 
trayed the lovestruck teens in New 
York. Grease isn’t just Zmed’s 
most-used project — it’s a measure 
of the man’s life. 

This gives Zmed probably tnore 
insight than anyone on the planet 
when it comes to the question: why 
has Grease endured? 

“We've sold out every night in 
Regina. Every night we’ve received 
a standing ovation. This is more 
than a show; it’s a phenomenon. 
Why? It's the simplest show in the 
world. Boy meets girl; they have a 
fight; they get back together. That’s 
the end of the story. It doesn’t pre- 
tend to be anything. It’s pure 
entertainment. 

“It's from the most charming

time in American history — the 50s 
It was a very innocent time. The 
only uprising was the rock ‘n’ roll 
rebellion. And everyone has been 
to high school. Grease reminds 
them what it was like to be in high 
school. That’s the time from which 
you-have the most special memo- 
ries. That’s when you grow up and 
fall in love for the first time. It’s the 
time you take your girlfriend out 
to the movies and you want to put 
your arm on her shoulder, but 
you're terrified.” 

Even though Zmed has played 
Zuko long enough to use the name 
as an alias, he feels he has to bring 
something different to the charac 
ter in every venue he plays. 

“People are so different from 
place to place,” he says. “A Saska- 
toon audience is much differen: 
from one in Salt Lake City. Certain 
lines and words will work in some 
places better than others.” 


Acting medium 


Zmed has worked in every acting 
medium — stage, film and televi- 
sion. He says the last five years o! 
his career, where he has concentrat- 
ed his efforts on stage productions 
have been the most rewarding 0! 
his career. 

“I'm at the point in my carecr 
where I’ve done everything and | 
been successful. Ninety-nine per

Elvis recalls E-town 


; would have been a Kodak 
Ss scuieed with an Alberta spin if 
anybody had thought to bring a 
‘camera: the middle of the Canadi- 
an Final Rodeo in 1978 and the 
jobby of the CFR's host hotel in 
downtown Edmonton. 

Last call concluded, the rodeo 
stars have downed their beers and 
are streaming out of the bar and 
into the hotel lobby where they 
walk right into a sight that must 
have seemed stranger to them than 
4 two-headed calf: the narrow ties 
and spiked hair of Elvis Costello 
and the Attractions. 

Costello was relating the story of 
his previous visit to Edmonton to a 
media conference in a tent at the 
Edmonton Folk Music Festival. 

“I periodically get a bad fear of 
flying,” he told the assembled re- 
porters. “You know that if a lot of 
nuns or a basketball team get on a 
plane I’m usually in a big hurry to 
get off.” 


Wake Up Canada 


The fear hit him hard in Thun- 
der Bay during the infamous “Wake 
Up Canada Tour” in the fall of 1978. 

“| just thought Thunder Bay was 
too ominous a sounding place and 
1 refused to fly,” remembered Cos- 
tello. Next stop was Edmonton and 
sans aircraft he was left with the 
option of driving. 

“It seemed like 4,000 miles and 
we did it non-stop with two driv- 

rs,” Costello recalled. 

“We arrived at the hotel at three 
in the morning, the place was full 
of cowboys and it was in an abso- 
lute uproar. | don’t remember the 
show itself, but | sure remember 
our arrival.” 

No doubt somewhere in rural 
Alberta, a couple of bronc busters 
still tell the tale around the camp- 
fire of draining a Pilsner and 
walking into some weird little Eng- 
lish guy whose wardrobe in those 
days featured narrow ties and 
brightly-colored shoes. 

The kinder, gentler and presum- 
ably less-afraid-of-flying Costello

“I checked with Donald Lunney 
and June Tabor and T-Bone Bur- 
nett who had all played here in the 
past and they all told me it was a 
great place, so here I am.” 

Coming off a five-night stand 
with The Attractions in New York 
City in which he “largely” per- 
formed new material, Costello 
jetted into Edmonton for his Thurs- 
day night performance and then 
was headed out the following day 
en route to Dublin, Ireland to reu- 
nite with The Attractions and begin 
recording a new album 

“As much as I'd like to see some 
of the other artists I’m literally be- 
ginning the new album on Monday 
so I can’t stay,” he apologized. The 
new album will be a collection of 
compositions Costello originally 
wrote for other artists 

“J hope to play some of them 
tonight so people in Edmonton will 
be the first people in Canada to 
hear them.” 

Thus adding to the list of “firsts” 
Edmonton has supplied to the Elvis 
Costello career scrapbook. Song 
previews, cowboys, at least this 
time someone was sure to nats a 
camera on-hand.

Frances Black is Ireland’s answer to 
contemporary country music: a beauti- 
ful voice singing good songs, with classy 
musical accompaniment; bouncy and 
well-produced.

{2 centuries of chants, songs, and hymns 
from Germany, Byzantium, Scotland, 
England, and Ireland; musical backing is 
sparse and the singing is always beauti- 
ful. Maire Breatnach is a strong and lyri- 
cal fiddle player and composer; “The 
Voyage of Bran” is composed of twelve 
instrumental cameos (from ballads to jigs 
and reels) based on the pre-Christian 
lrish voyage tale, and features guests 
Sharon Shannon (accordion) and Liam 
© Maonlai (keyboards) as well as a host 
of other talented individuals. 

Clannad’s “Themes” is probably the 
least interesting, being a collection of 
film and television soundtrack cuts by 
the well-established Celtic-pop band 
over the years, but it too is impeccably 
performed and arranged. 

All in all, Warner Music should be 
greatly commended for making this se- 
ries ayailable to the public.

In the late ’80s, it was the city of Man- 
chester that influenced the last great 
Brit scene. Scores of kids tried ecstacy 
just to get on the Happy Mondays band- 
wagon. 

Now, in 1995, it looks like Bristol 
will be the home of the new explosion 
in British music. Portishead have already 
become the sleeper band of the year 
with their hit Dummy album. Now, fel- 
low Bristolmates Tricky and Massive 
Attack are getting into the fray, featur- 
ing the same love for slow, drugged-out 
beats and sultry, spy-movie samples 
which put Portishead over the top. 

Maxinquaye is a complete groove out 
from the get-go. “Hell is Round the 
Corner” uses the same base sample as 
Portishead’s “Glory Box,” but the beat 
is slowed down — a dance lullaby. 

“Brand New You're Retro” is a 
fuzzed-out lash at Britain’s love of nos- 
talgia (1 mean, this is the country that 
adores Suede, for Christ's sake!). 
“Ponderosa” is a slow, scratchy, experi- 
mental dance track which is completely 
rivetting. 

And not to be missed is the sexy, 
sultry cover of Public Enemy's “Black 
Steel in the Hour of Chaos.” Slowed 
down to about half speed with an em- 
phasis on the word, not the beat, it's 
the best rap cover I've heard yet. 

And don’t miss “Pumpkin,” a 3D 
dance blisser using — you guessed it — 
Smashing Pumpkins samples.

And he put out a number of 
hot, but unnoticed, albums of his own. 

As well, Walker's got all the right 
musicians on this CD, including bass 
player Larry Taylor, formerly of Canned 
Heat, and accordian player Brian Tayler 
of the recently formed Little Brian and 
the Zydeco Travelers 

But Walker just doesn’t have the 
zip anymore. Even the ever-so-cool 
Black Top Horns can’t set this album 
swinging. For the most part the blame 
falls the squarely on the shoulders of 
the plodding rhythm section of 
Georger Porter Jr. on bass and drum- 
mer Raymond Weber. 

Walker himself sounds half-dead 
when he sings, although his agile guitar 
licks can still surprise. However, if you 
want to hear the man in his prime, 
check him out on his 1973 Hightone 
recording, Bottom of the Top. Take your
